HISTORY 


This  edition  of  the  Rogers’  History  should  be  regarded  as  the  first 
step  in  tracing  the  family’s  origin  and  not  as  a  finished  task. 

Early  in  1908  our  first,  and  still  continuing,  secretary,  Elizabeth 
Rogers,  and  Martha  Rogers  Booth  met  with  our  first  historian,  Mary  L. 
Rogers  Channell,  to  organize  a  Rogers’  Family  Reunion. 

One  hundred  sixty-five  Rogers,  responding  to  cards  mailed,  met  ac 
Bonnie  Brae  Park  near  Spring  City,  Pa.,  on  August  12,  1903.  George  M. 
Diemer  called  the  meeting  to  order.  Jesse' J.  Rogers,  of  Philadelphia, 
grandson  of  Jonathan  and  oldest  living  Regers,  was  elected  president  ot 
the  Roars’  Familv  Organization.  The  secretary,  historian,  treasurer  ana 
assistant  officers  were  also  elected.  George  Diemer,  Spring  City,  and 
David  Rogers,  Harrisburg,  composed  a  committee  to  draft  a  constitution 
and  by-laws. 

Everv  year  since  1908  a  gathering  of  the  Rogers’  family  has  been 
held  Each  year  when  “Aunt  Mary’’  Channell  read  the  family  history  ner 
audience  was  interested  by  the  new  facts  she  had  added  throughout  che 
vear  either  by  her  own  research  or  found  for  her  by  other  interestea 
Rogers.  Much  credit  should  go  to  Benjamin  Rogers  and  Charles  Boston, 
two  of  our  Indiana  cousins,  who  were  frequent  contributors. 

Since  her  mother  was  called  away,  Myr.le  Channell  Garber  has  en¬ 
deavored  to  carry  further  the  compiling  of  the  family  history.  She  has 
been  ablv  supported  by  the  untiring  efforts  of  our  loyal  secretary.  All  tne 
present  and  former  officers  of  the  association  have  given  splendid  co¬ 
operation  as,  in  fact,  has  every  member  of  our  family. 

In  1914  Jesse  Rogers  Ullrich  prepared  the  first  family  tree.  This 
has  been  revised  and  brought  up  to  date  for  this  edition  by  our  secretary. 

The  committee  have  in  their  possession  many  traditions  and  appar¬ 
ent  facts  in  connection  with  the  early  days  of  our  family  history.  The  first 
trace  of  our  familv  that  seems  entirely  authentic  is  an  entry  found  in  ilie 
Record*  of  the  Friends’  Quarterly  Meetings  in  Mansfield,  England,  ’this 
entrv  relates  that  Mary  Rogers,  minister,  wife  of  Joseph  Rogers,  of  East 
Marideton  Nottingham  County,  England,  asked  for  a  certificate  of  removal 
in  Pennsylvania.  The  date  is  July  27,  but  the  year,  unfortunately,  is  not 
e-iven  It  seems  certain  it  must  have  been  between  1681,  when  William 
Penn  was  granted  his  charter  of  Pennsylvania,  and  1712.  Accounts  snow 
that  Joseph  Regers  and  Mary,  his  wife,  settled  in  Vincent  Township,  Ches¬ 
ter  County  in  this  last  named  year.  These  Rogers  were  the  first  white 
settlers  in ’these  parts  and  were  very  friendly  with  the  Indians.  Their 


farm  was  long  known  as  the  “Cave  Farm”  because  Joseph  and  Mary  lived 
in  a  cave,  which  he  dug,  until  he  could  build  a  house. 

The  “Cave  Farm”  was  rented  by  them  from  William  Penn  or  his 
agents,  The  West  Jersey  Society.  This,  according  to  records,  is  the  same 
“Cave  Farm”  about  which  you  will  read  in  the  History  of  Jonathan,  tiie 
grandson  of  this  Joseph,  and  still  more  about  it  in  the  life  of  Charles,  the 
eldest  son  of  Jonathan. 

Joseph  died  about  1759.  Three  children  survived  him.  In  the  will 
of  this  Joseph  Rogers,  made  under  date  of  February  19,  1754,  he  left  to 
his  “son  Joseph  and  daughter,  Hannah  one  pound  each.  To  daughter 
Mary  15  pounds.  To  wife  Mary  all  the  rest  of  the  estate  and  to  be 
executrix.” 

The  most  reliable  sources  of  varying  information  say  that  this  son, 
Joseph  was  born  in  1719.  One  lone  fact  has  been  uncovered  about  hw 
vouth _ “Joseph  was  a  pretty  stout  fellow  and  wrestled  with  the  Indians. 

In  1741  this  son,  Joseph,  married  Hannah  Watson.  Hannah  was 
born  June  23,  1717,  and  lived  until  December  6,  1778.  Joseph  died  on 
November  11  of  the  same  year  (1778).  The  first  child  of  Joseph  and 
Hannah  was  Rebecca,  born  two  days  before  Christmas  1742.  Rebecca 
was  twice  married,  first  to  Reuben  Thomas,  and  after  his  death  t6  John 
Merdilh.  The  first  son  of  Joseph  and  Hannah  was  born  February  27, 
1744.  He  was  called  James  and  up:n  maturity  married  Priscilla  Griffith. 
Only  the  dates  of  birth  of  the  other  children  are  known John  1746,  Mary 
1747,  William  1749,  another  named  William  1752  and  Hannah  1757.  It  »s 
only  the  seventh  of  these  eight  children  of  Joseph  and  Hannah  Rogers, 
Jonathan,  horn  February  25,  1755,  who  will  be  mentioned  in  the-  following 
nlstcrv  and  tree

Note A  partly  completed  tree  for  a  brother  and  a  sister  of  Jona- 
than  now  is  in  the  hands  of  the  committee.  Any  information  received 
from  this  branch,  or  from  any  one,  will  be  greatly  appreciated  by  tne 
Rogers’  Family  Organization,  which  is  anxious  to  add  this  generation  to 
.  he  tree. 


Jonathan  Rogers,  the  common  ancestor  of  all  the  Rogers  whose 
names  are  recorded  in  this  family  tree,  was  born  February  25,  1755.  He 
was  the  seventh  of  the  eight  children  bom  to  Joseph  and  Hannah  Watson 
Rogers.  Nothing  can  be  learned  about  his  childhood  or  youth. 

The  original  marriage  certificate,  now  in  the  possession  cf  Mrs.  Ella 
Clevenstine,  of  Phoenixville,  R.  D.,  Pa.,  shows  that  on  May  11,  1780,  Jona¬ 
than  married  Anne  Jones,  who  was  the  daughter  of  William  and  Rebecca 
Jones,  of  Whitemarsh,  Pa. 

Jonathan’s  parents  had  been  dead  for  more  than  a  year  and  it  is 
supposed  that  Jonathan  took  his  wife  at  once  to  live  on  the  “Cave  Farm 
for  which  both  his  father  and  grandfather  paid  rent  to  the  West  Jersey 
Society. 

Deed  Book  J-2,  page  184  in  the  office  of  the  Recorder  of  Deeds  at 
West  Chester,  Pa.,  records  that  on  January  17,  1793,  Jonathan  Rogers  pui- 
chased  from  the  West  Jersey  Society,  the  agents  who  had  acted  for  Wil¬ 
liam  Penn,  223  acres.  For  this  farm  Jonathan  paid  727  pounds,  16  shill¬ 
ings  and  5  pence. 

When  Jonathan  died,  his  sons  Charles,  Joseph  and  William  together 
with  his  wife,  Ann,  were  appointed  executors.  In  1830  they  sold  17  i 
acres,  108  perch  to  Benjamin,  who  on  the  same  day  sold  it  back  to  his 
brothers,  Charles  and  Joseph.  The  amount  they  paid  was  $5665.26. 

In  1836,  Charles,  acting  also  for  his  brother  Joseph,  who  had  gone 
to  Indiana,  sold  the  farm  to  Samuel  Williamson  for  $9,000.  Upon  the  deatn 
of  Williamson  his  wife,  Sarah,  in  1840  sold  to  Thomas  W.  Lyle.  Lyle  in 
turn  in  1847  sold  it  to  Thomas  W.  Taylor.  In  1855  Taylor  sold  the  farm 
to  Thomas  Radcliffe.  The  next  year  (1856)  Radcliffe  sold  this  same  “Cave 
Farm"  to  Daniel  Beaver. 


For  three  generations  the  Beavers  have  owned  and  operated  this 
farm,  first  bought  by'Jopathan  Rogers  in  1793  and,  according  to  accounts, 
previously  rented  from  William  Penn  or  his  agents  by  Joseph,  the  father 
of  Jonathan,  and  before  that  by  Joseph,  grandfather  of  Jonathan,  from 
the  year  1712.  The  Beaver  family  were  more  than  kind  when  the  repre¬ 
sentatives  of  the  Rogers’  family  called  upon  them  to  verify  these  faci.s. 
The  Beaver’s  property  is  still  sometimes  called  “The  Old  Cave  Farm,  but 
is  also  named  “Sunny  Side”  because  of  its  cheerful  slopes.  The  farm  is 
located  near  Kimberton  in  East  Vincent  Township,  Chester  County,  Pa. 

Records  show  that  while  he  lived  Jonathan  sold  the  other  part  of 
the  original  223  acres,  which  was  the  lower  part  ol*  his  tract  along  Frencn 
Creek,  to  the  Pot.s  family.  Here  the  Potts,  later  founders  of  Pottscown, 
Pa.,  set  up  a  slitting  mill  and  later  erected  a  forge  to  make  German  steel. 

It  was  while  the  “Cave  Farm”  was  operated  by  the  early  Rogers 
that  the  first  pottery  in  this  vicinity  was  erected.  There  was  also  a  iime 
quarry  and  kiln  upon  the  property,  more  of  which  is  said  in  the  life  story 
of  Jonathan’s  oldest  son,  Charles. 

Jonathan  Rogers  died  on  February  4,  1822.  He  was  buried  in 
Friends  Burying  Ground  at  Kimberton. 

The  following  are  the  children  bom  to  Jonathan  and  Ann  Jones 
Rogers:  Charles  bora  1781,  William  17S2,  Hannah  1785,  Rebecca  born 
1786,  Joseph  bora  1788,  Benjamin  bora  1791,  Jonathan  bora  1793,  David 
bora  1795,  James  bora  1797,  Samuel  1800,  and  Ann  1802.  Separate  his¬ 
tory  and  branch  cf  ihe  family  tree  follows  for  each  of  these  with  the  ex¬ 
ception  of  Hannah  and  Samuel.  It  is  understood  that  this  brother  and 
sister  never  married  and  the  committee  could  find  no  further  trace  of  their 
history. 


Charles  Rogers,  oldest  son  of  Jonathan  Rogers,  was  born  January 
2 o  1781  He  was  never  married  so  we  learn  what  we  know  of  his  life  story 
from  letters  he  wrote  to  his  brother  Joseph,  who  went  to  Indiana  in  1835. 

When  his  brother  left,  Charles  seems  to  have  been  instructed  to 
care  for  the  Rogers  farm  and  sell  it,  if  possible.  For  a  time  he  was  unable 
“  get  the  asked  price  of  $47  per  acre.  One  of  the  tenants  on  the  farm, 
John  Leslie,  was  in  need  of  a  farm  hand  because  his  hired  man,  James,  sud¬ 
denly  left  for  Ireland,  so  Charles  lived  with  the  Leslie  family  and  helped  on 
the  farm. 

There  was  a  lime  quarry  and  kiln  on  the  farm  and  much  is  said  of 
their  operation  in  these  letters.  The  lime  was  sold  for  $.12!4  per  bu.  They 
also  made  and  sold  cider  and  applesauce.  Other  products  sold  from  the 
mentioned  were:-  Wheat  at  $1  per  bu.,  oats  at  $.45  corn  and  rye  at  $.75 
each,  potatoes  at  $1  per  bu.,  and  butter  at  $.28  per  lb. 

Tenants  in  those  days  were  no  better  than  now  for  poor  Charles 
seemed  to  have  trouble  getting  rid  of  one  (not  Leslie)  who  was  so  lazy  he 
did  not  provide  ample  firewood  for  the  winter”  and  therefore  kept  warm 
by  burning  up  "about  150  good  rails  from  the  farm.’ 

A  round  the  holidays  or  near  New  Year  1836,  Charles  sold  the  Rog¬ 
ers  farm  “to  Samuel  E.  Williamson,  of  near  Red  Lion,  for  $9,000,  includ¬ 
ing  the  cider  works  and  threshing  wheel.”  Later  letters  express  the  fear 
that  the  buyer  will  not  hold  to  the  bargain,  but  he  likely  did,  as  no  further 
mention  is  made  of  it  in  the  letters.  There  seemed  to  be  quite  a  lot  to  the 
exchange  of  money  between  states  even  as  late  as  those  days  because  men¬ 
tion  is  made  of  sending  "Philadelphia  or  West  Chester  $100  bills”  and  mak¬ 
ing  exchange  through  a  Cincinnati  bank  in  the  farm  sale. 

Charles  was  a  devout  Friend  in  attendance  “at  the  Pikeland  Meet- 
•  —a  rWian  regrets  the  poor  attendance  and  lack  of  interest  in  these 
high^things.  which  reminds  us  again  that  people  were  pretty  much  the 
same  a  hundred  years  ago. 

Incidents  from  the  Meetings  interest  us.  Charles  speaks  of  a 

_ were  not  united  by  the  Friends’ service  as  “going  out  to 

many  ”  In  one  letter  he  t.ells  how  his  brother  William  is  “under  dealing

m  the  monthly  meeting  for  traffic  in  ardent  spirits.”  Another  letter  re¬ 
counts  the  burning  of  the  Pikeland  Church  and  names  a  group  of  men  and 
women  held  under  suspicion  of  arson.  The  men  were  kept  in  jail,  but  the 
women,  who  lived  at  the  sheriff’s  house,  were  allowed  liberties.  It  turned 
out  that  they  all  broke  jail  and  escaped,  some  of  them  were  never  recap¬ 
tured. 


It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  names  mentioned  as  friends  in 
these  letters  are  still  families  in  the  vicinity  numbered  among  the  Rogers 
friendships  of  today:-  Buckwalter,  Funk,  Rapp,  Knerr,  Murray,  Jacobs, 
Taylor,  Christman,  Potts  and  many  others. 

It  took  these  letters  at  least  twenty  days  to  travel  from  East  Vin¬ 
cent  to  Indiana,  but  they  carried  the  same  everyday  messages  we  send  to¬ 
day.  A  measles  epidemic  in  1835  is  recorded.  There  is  a  record  of  births 
and  deaths.  The  James  Rogers  family  reads  with  interest,  Charles  1 
of  November  18,  1834,  in  which  he  tells  that  their  ancestor  bought  the 
Stoltz  place  for  $2750.”  It  seems  that  most  of  Joseph’s  brothers  and  even 
the  sister  had  a  desire  to  follow  him  West.  In  a  note  from  Jesse  Vams 
enclosed  to  Joseph  we  read  that  he  can  not  go  because  the  $12,000  he  is 
offered  for  his  farm  “is  not  the  price  of  Shooting  Squirrels  in  your  neigh¬ 
borhood”  (probably  referring  to  Indiana  game  laws).  In  one  letter  tne 
writer  could  “think  of  no  more  stuff  to  fill  this  little  scrap.  ’ 

It  seems  that  after  selling  the  farm,  Charles  made  his  home  with 
his  brother  David,  but  died  the  next  year.  David  writes  Joseph  that 
“Charles  was  stricken  with  bilious  cholic”  (modern  physicians  now  think 
that  disease  was  really  the  then  unknown  appendicitis).  At  least  he  suf¬ 
fered  greatly  for  about  thirty  hours  and  then  died.  He  was  buried  on 
May  28,  1837. 

According  to  old  letters,  Charles  left  an  estate  valued  at  $5,000  in 
cash,  some  clothing  estimated  at  $15— apparently  considered  a  fine  ward¬ 
robe  in  those  days  for  much  is  written  concerning  its  disposal  1  here  is 
mention,  too,  of  a  tract  of  land  in  Charles  possession,  which  had  former!) 
been  willed  the  Rogers  family  by  William  Penn.  It  was  said  to  be  located 
in  Philadelphia  next  the  old  water  house,  and  adjoining  Market  btreet, 
but  the  family  never  seem  to  have  gotten  title  to  this  tract.

WILLIAM  ROGERS 


William  Rogers,  second  child  of  Jonathan  and  Ann  (Jones)  Rogers, 
was  bom  August  3,  1782.  He  married  Rebecca  Williams  and  settled  on 
what  is  now  known  as  the  Styer  farm,  on  Ridge  Road,  near  the  Hill 
Church,  west  of  Spring  City,  Penna. 


After  raising  his  family  and  realizing  that  none  of  them  would  be 
farmers,  he,  with  his  wife,  and  daughter,  Sara,  journeyed  west  to  join  his 
brothers  who  had  gone  west  in  1834.  Both  William  and  Rebecca  are  buried 
in  the  Friends’  Burying  Ground  at  Pendleton,  Indiana.

REBECCA 


The  Gordon  “branch”  of  the  “Rogers  Family  Tree,”  began  with  the 
marriage  of  Rebecca,  fourth  child  of  Jonathan  and  Ann  (Jones)  Rogers 
to  Joseph  Gordon,  son  of  John  Gordon,  a  native  of  Scotland,  who  came  to 
this  country  (U.  S.)  sometime  during  the  Revolutionary  Wap,  settled  near 
Downingtown,  Pa.,  and  later  married  Jane  Downing,  of  an  old-established 
family  of  that  section.  Joseph  was  born  November  29,  1789,  in  Uwchlan 
Township,  Chester  Co.,  Pa.  He  married  Rebecca  Rogers,  November  22, 
1814.  The  marriage  took  place  in  Pikeland  Friends  Meeting  House,  near 
Kimberton,  Pa.  Rebecca  died  May  31st,  1829,  and  Joseph  died  February 
28,  1875.  After  the  death  of  Rebecca,  Joseph  married  Ann  Williamson, 
on  October  11,  1832,  who  died  March  25,  1857.  All  three  were  buried  in 
the  burying  ground  of  Uwchlan  Friends  Meeting,  where  they  had  all  been 
faithful  attendants  of  the  meeting. 


An  interesting  item  in  connection  with  this  wedding  of  Joseph  and 
Rebecca,  is  the  fact  that  the  marriage  certificate  is  still  in  the  possession 
of  one  of  the  grandchildren,  Rebecca  Gordon,  of  Lionville,  Pa.,  and  is  in  a 
good  state  of  preservation,  bearing  the  signatures  of  sixty-one  relatives 
and  friends. 

This  branch  of  the  family  is  also  the  grateful  possessor  of  an  old 
“Grandfather”  Clock,  once  cwned  by  Jonathan  and  Ann  Rogers,  and  later 
by  Joseph  and  Rebecca  (Rogers)  Gordon,  until  the  death  of  Joseph,  when 
it  became  the  possession  of  his  daughter,  Jane,  who  passed  it  on  to  her 
brother,  Jonathan;  after  his  death  it  found  a  home  with  his  son,  Joseph, 
who  died  in  1935.  The  clock  is  now  owned  by  Jay  Gordon,  of  Phoenixville, 
a  great-great-grandson  of  Jonathan  and  Ann  Rogers,  the  original  owners, 
as  far  as  can  be  learned.  It  is  supposed  to  be  about  155  years  old.

Joseph  Rogers,  fifth  child  of  Jonathan  and  Ann  Rogers,  was  born  on 
August  20,  1788.  He  married  Elizabeth  Rees  and  settled  on  a  farm  in 
East  Vincent,  Chester  County,  Pa. 

On  May  9,  1834,  this  family  of  Rogers  left  their  Pennsylvania  home 
and  set  out  in  wagons  for  Indiana.  They  arrived  at  Pendleton  one  month 
later,  on  June  9.  There  they  took  up  life  upon  their  new  farm. 

Several  years  after  he  entered  his  new  state,  Joseph  began  the  erec¬ 
tion  of'a  very  fine  large  bam  upon  his  new  property.  In  a  letter  bearing 
the  date  February  7,  1836,  written  to  his  brother,  Charles,  relative  to  the 
manner  of  transmitting  Joseph's  share  of  the  money  from  the  sale  of  their 
father's  East  Vincent  farm,  Joseph  tells  about  his  plans  for  the  bam. 

He  tells  that  he  had  intended  ‘‘building  a  frame  barn  with  frame 
stabling  under,”  but  now  that  he  is  to  receive  his  share  of  his  father's 
estate  he  decides  upon  "drawing  stone  and  walling  up  stable  high.” 

In  this  same  letter,  Joseph  speaks  of  the  “disadvantage  of  drawing 
our  logs  to  the  falls,”  because  his  neighbor,  J.  Thomas,  “has  not  got  his 
saw  mill  operating  yet.”  Another  set-back  encountered  in  "cutting  and 
drawing  logs”  for  the  barn  is  related  in  the  account  of  how  “the  old  gray 
mare  lay  down  and  died. 

That  Joseph  was  not  lacking  in  a  sense  of  humor  is  noticed  in  the 
letter  where  he  described  his  improvised  log  wagon.  He  states  that  he 


“borrowed  the  fore  part  of  brother  Benjamin’s  wagon”  and  put  his  own 
“four  wheels  on  the  hind  Oxeltree."  He  says,  “It  makes  a  tolerable  log 
wagon,"  but,  “it  is  something  for  the  people  to  stare  at  here.”  In  a  very 
human  way  Joseph  teUs  in  the  same  letter  how  he  was  caught  in  a  sudden 
rain  as  he  “went  down  Fall  Creek  about  four  miles  to  look  for  a  stone 
mason."  On  this  trip  he  records  his  purchase  of  a  yoke  of  oxen  for  fifty 
dollars. 

The  information  concerning  the  building  of  the  “Big  Barn,  as  it  is 
still  called,  is  especially  interesting  because  the  ibarn  is  still  standing  in  a 
fine  state  of  repair  on  what  is  known  as  the*  “Big  Bam  Farm”  of  Pendle¬ 
ton. 


Joseph’s  son,  Joseph  Rees  Rogers,  married  and  with  his  wife,  the 
former  Sarah  A.  Hayes,  lived  upon  the  “Big  Barn  Farm”  until  he  died  in 
1872,  then  one  of  Joseph  Rees  Rogers’  seven  children,  all  of  whom  loved 
this  farm  as  their  birthplace,  took  over  the  entire  farm.  This  son,  John, 
still  lives  there  as  the  proud,  owner  of  the  farm  established  by  his  gran 
father. 


Both  Joseph  Rogers  and  his  wife,  Elizabeth,  like  most  of  these  early 
Rogers,  were  devout  Quakers.  They  were  regular  in  attendance  at  the 
Friend’s  Meeting  at  Pendleton. 

In  1838  Joseph  Rogers  died  and  his  body  now  rests  beside  that  of 
his  wife.  Elizabeth,  who  passed  away  in  1851,  in  the  Friend’s  Burying 
Ground  at  Pendleton,  Indiana.

Benjamin  Rogers,  the  sixth  child  of  Jonathan  and  Ann  (Jones) 
Rogers,  was  born  January  3,  1791.  He  married  Elizabeth  Wells,  in  1816, 
in  Pennsylvania.  With  his  wife  and  children  he  left  Vincent  Township, 
May  6,  1835,  to  join  his  brothers  in  Indiana.  They  traveled  by  covered 


wagon  and  took  probably  a  month  to  make  the  trip.  These  brothers  were 
farmers,  but  also  skilled  carpenters,  and  worked  at  this  trade  during  slack 
times.  Tt  was  Benjamin’s  grandson,  Benjamin,  who  was  at  the  Rogers 
Reunion  at  Sanatoga  Park  in  1920.

Jonathan  Rogers,  seventh  son  of  Jonathan  and  Ann  (Jones)  Rogers, 
was  born  February  7,  1793.  He  married  Elizabeth  Thomas  and  lived  in 
East  Vincent  Township,  Chester  Co.,  Pa.,  before  going  West. 

On  May  9,  1834,  Jonathan  with  his  family  journeyed  west,  arriving 
in  Pendleton,  Indiana,  June  9,  1834,  to  continue  his  task  as  a  farmer. 

They  made  the  trip  West  in  a  covered  wagon.  The  farm  on  which 


/ 


they  took  up  their  new  life  was  located  two  and  one-half  miles  from  Pend¬ 
leton. 


Because  their  farm  was  surrounded  by  woods  on  all  sides,  Jona¬ 
than’s  wife  was  designated  as  “Betsy  in  the  woods”  to  distinguish  her 
from  her  two  sisters-in-law  each  also  named  Elizabeth. 

Jonathan  lived  only  about  six  years  after  taking  up  residence  m 
Indiana.

David  Rogers,  the  eighth  child  of  Jonathan  and  Ann  (Jones) 
Rogers,  was  born  March  5,  1795,  and  married  Sarah  Farra,  of  Norristown, 
Penna.  He  conducted  a  general  store  in  a  log  cabin  on  his  brother 
William’s  farm.  (Now  known  as  the  Styer  farm)  near  the  Hill  Churches, 
west  of  Spring  City,  Pa.  Later  moved  to  Brower’s  Locks,  located  on 
the  Schuylkill  River,  north  of  the  mouth  of  the  Perkiomen  Creek. 
Besides  being  a  lock  tender,  he  conducted  a  general  store  at  the  same 
location.  The  boatmen  were  their  best  customers  and  in  those 
days  liquor  was  sold  by  the  quart  and  measured  out  like  molasses  or  vine¬ 
gar.  Sellng  liquor  was  against  the  principle  of  both  him  and  his  wife,  and 
in  March  1835  had  a  public  sale  of  “things  they  could  spare,”  and  expected 
to  engage  in  no  business  except  to  settle  up  accounts  which  were  very  much 
scatteied.  In  May  1835  he  wrote  his  brother,  Joseph,  of  Pendelto-n,  Ind¬ 
iana,  that  he  was  glad  to  be  away  from  the  locks,  but  still  had  a  wish  to  do 
something,  so  went  to  Springville  to  help  brother  James,  for  a  short  time. 
His  wish  was  to  get  everything  settled  up  this  year  (1835)  and  next  year 
emigrate  to  the  west  to  locate  on  the  farm  he  purchased  when  he  and  his 
brother-in-law,  David  Jarrett,  made  the  trip  to  Indiana  by  wagon  and  horse 
back  in  1833. 

In  a  letter  dated  12th  month,  29th,  1835,  written  to  his  brother  Jos¬ 
eph  and  today  the  property  of  George  Rogers,  Indiana  (grandson  of  JoseDh 
Rogers)  he  writes  “I  kept  school  at  the  Green  Tree  School  House  one  Quar- 
ter,  the  most  of  the  time  since  the  harvest,  the  school  was  of  the  midling 
size.  I  suppose  now  I  shall  not  come  west  next  Spring,  for  I  was  at  a  pub¬ 


lic  sale  and  bought  a  small  farm,  eighty-three  and  one-half  acres,  at  fifty- 
five  dollars  and  forty  cents  per  acre,  about  one  mile  northwest  from  Provi¬ 
dence  Meeting  House,  and  formerly  belonging  to  Anthony  Vanderslice 
(said  by  the  neighbors  to  be  cheap.)  I  will  get  possession  the  first  of 
April,  and  expect  to  move  onto  the  farm  about  that  time.”  “At  present, 
Wheat  is  selling  for  $1.30,  Rye  95c,  Corn  80c,  Oats  45c,  Potatoes  from  40c 
to  50c,  Pork  $7.00  per  cwt.,  Beef  $6.00  per  cwt.,  Butter  28c  lb  scarce.” 
“There  is  a  railroad  in  operation  now  from  Philadelph  a  to  Norristown, 
they  are  now  grading  one  from  Norristown  to  Reading,  from  Norristown 
across  what  is  called  Barbadoes  Island  onto  the  west  side  of  the  Schuylkill, 
up  its  bank  to  a  little  above  Phoenixville,  then  westward  through  Black 
Rock  Hill  with  a  tunnel,  then  across  the  river  to  the  east  side,  up  that  side 
to  Reading.  There  has  been  a  company  of  Railroad  Engineers  surveying  a 
route  from  Norristown  to  Allentown  along  the  river  to  the  mouth  of  the 
Perkiomen,  up  that  on  the  west  side  to  Perkiomen  Bridge  (turnpike)  and 
etc. 

To  sell  the  farm  products  he  stood  in  the  “Farmers  Market”  in  Phil¬ 
adelphia  every  Friday.  In  1854  he  sold  the  farm  and  bought  the  general 
store  located  at  the  Phoenixville-Mont  Clare  bridge,  on  Main  Street,  Mont 
Clare,  Montgomery  County,  Pa.,  where  he  conducted  the  post  office  and 
general  store  as  long  as  his  health  permitted. 

Both  he  and  his  wife  were  faithful  members  of  the  Upper  Provi¬ 
dence  Friends’  Meeting,  where  he  for  many  years  was  Sexton  (with  no  re¬ 
muneration.)  They  are  buried  in  the  adjoining  burying  ground.

James  Rogers,  Sr.,  the  ninth  child  of  Jonathan  and  Ann  (Jones) 
Rogers  was  born  in  Vincent  Township  on  October  2,  1797.  Litt.e  is  known 
of  his  early  life  and  education. 

On  New  Years  Day,  1824,  he  was  married  to  Mary  Custer.  Because 
Mary  was  not  a  Friend,  ihe  ceremony  was  performed  by  a  Justice  of  the 
Peace.  In  the  marriage  certificate,  now  in  possession  of  a  granddaughter, 
Martha  Rogers  Booth,  the  bride’s  place  of  residence  was  given  as  Vincent 
and  that  of  the  groom  as  Charlestown  Township.  We  are  able  to  account 
for  the  latter  address  only  on  the  theory  that  James  at  the  time  of  his  mar¬ 
riage  was  employed  in  Charlestown  Township. 

Just  where  the  young  couple  went  to  housekeeping  we  do  not  know, 
but  Jones,  the  eldest  child,  came  to  bless  that  home,  whorever  it  was,  on 
April  2,  1825. 

About  1835,  James  Rogers  built  a  small  store  near  Royer’s  Locks, 
which  was  in  the  vicinity  of  what  is  now  Lottie  Rogers  Lewis  candy  store, 
situated  on  Main  Street,  between  Hall  and  New.  The  supplies  for  this  store 
were  purchased  by  the  proprietor  of  the  store,  in  person,  in  New  York  City, 
and  brought  up  on  the  canal,  previous  to  1839,  when  the  railroad  was  com¬ 
pleted.  Mary,  the  wife,  added  to  the  success  of  the  store  by  selling  her 
home-made  pies  and  cakes  to  the  boatmen  from  the  canal  and  to  other  cus¬ 
tomers  of  her  husband. 

In  1843,  James  Rogers  built  the  first  stove  foundry  in  this  vicinity. 
This  plant  stood  on  the  canal  bank  below  Mr.  John  McFeat’s  stove  store, 
south  toward  the  Lvceum,  corner  of  Hall  and  Main  Streets.  Surrounding 
his  factory  was  the'first  lumber  yard  in  the  place.  The  foundry  employed 
about  twenty-five  men  and  made  old-fashioned  nine-plate  wood  stoves. 
Later  cook  stoves  and  hydraulic  rams  also  were  manufactured  here.  On 
the  evening  of  April  30,  1856.  a  passing  boatmen  discovered  a  fire  in  the 
engine  room,  but  by  the  time  the  alarm  was  spread,  the  budding  was  burn¬ 
ed  the  ground.  Because  the  owner  was  failing  in  health,  the  factory  was 
not  rebuilt. 

In  a  letter  dated  November  18,  1834,  written  by  his  brother,  Char¬ 
les.  to  another  brother.  Joseph,  who  lived  in  Indiana,  account  is  given  of 
the  purchase  of  the  “Stoltz  farm  by  James  Rogers  for  $2750.”  By  re¬ 
ferring  to  old  deeds  it  might  be  verified  that  the  farm  was  the  one  to  which 
the  James  Rogers  family  moved  about  this  time.  At  least  it  is  an  estab¬ 
lished  fact  that  a  farm  house  on  Brown  Street,  just  off  what  is  now  Chest¬ 
nut  Street,  was  the  place  of  residence  of  the  factory  owner,  and,  because 
he  owned  all  the  land  between,  a  direct  path  to  the  factory  from  the  farm 
house  was  used  by  Rogers  daily.  This,  it  is  interesting  to  note  accounts 
for  the  fact  of  the  crooked  course  of  what  is  now  Hall  Street,  Spring  City. 

“Springville  Lyceum  1842”  were  the  words  that  ornamented  a 
painted  Board  that  once  hung  over  the  door  of  a  building,  now  numbers  3 
and  5  North  Main  Street.  This  historic  building  was  erected  by  James 
Rogers,  Sr.  in  the  year  mentioned.  The  lower  story  was  a  dwelling  ana 
the  upper  floor  was  used  for  public  purposes,  for  ten  years  the  only  build¬ 
ing  of  its  kind  in  the  growing  village.  Here  were  held  the  first  Sunday 
School,  the  first  day  schools — both  private  and  public — and  the  first 
preaching  services.  Debating  societies,  town  meetings  and  lectures  were 
all  first  attended  in  this  place.  The  school  was  transferred  from  here  to 
the  basement  of  the  Union  Meeting  House  in  1849.  located  on  the  site  of 
the  present  Methodist  Church  on  Church  Street.  In  1851  the  first  school 
was  built. 

The  first  sermon  ever  preached  in  Springville  was  by  the  Rev.  Peter 
Cox  on  a  Sunday  evening  in  1845  in  the  above  mentioned  Lyceum.  By 
1851  the  attendance  at  Christian  services  had  increased  to  the  extent  that 
the  congregation  began  holding  their  services  in  the  Union  Meeting  House. 
It-was  in  1848  that  Rogers,  together  with  other  religious  men.  had  started 
the  erection  of  this  building  suitable  for  religious  worship.  The  upper 
room  was  left  unfinished  at  first,  but  in  1851,  James  Rogers,  who  held  the 
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greater  part  of  the  property  lien,  bought  it  at  a  sheriff’s  sale  and  at  once 
hired  his  carpenter,  Mr.  Jacob  Sheeder,  to  finish  the  building.  On  April 
11,  1855,  James  and  his  wife,  Mary,  sold  the  property  to  a  committee  of 
Methodists.  The  deed  for  this  sale  is  now  in  possession  of  the  Spring 
City  Methodist  Church. 

.  As  long  as  the  Society  of  Friends  held  meetings  in  Kimberton,  the 
Rogers  Family  were  regular  in  attendance  there.  A  welcome  was  given 
to  ministers,  relatives  and  friends  and  their  home  was  thus  a  delightful 
one  in  which  to  visit.  The  children  loved  their  parents  and  though  they 
fully  knew  the  meaning  of  the  word  obedience,  they  realized  they  had  a 
good  home.  This  ancestor  of  ours  seems  to  have  gotten  much  out  of  life 
in  all  its  phases.  While  always  devout  and  sincere,  he  was  also  well  dressed, 
on  occasion  wearing  a  high  silk  hat  and  carrying  a  cane.  Nor  did  he  allow 
himself  to  grow  dull  by  failing  to  seek  quiet  diversion.  In  1848,  Cape  May, 
the  first  seashore  resort  in  the  United  States,  was  opened  and  on  one  oc¬ 
casion,  at  least,  during  the  next  five  years.  Jamas  took  his  loved  Mary  to 
Cape  May.  Among  souvenirs  of  this  trip  he  bought  his  wife  a  pair  of 
vases.  These  she  prized  highly  and  Sarah  J.  Diemer  still  remembers  where 
they  always  set  upon  her  grandmother’s  mantelshelf.  At  grandmother’s 
death  these  vases  became  the  property  of  Sarah’s  mother,  later  Sarah’s, 
and  several  vears  ago  she  presented  them  to  her  nephew,  the  late  Russell 
Wells. 

Another  deep  interest  of  this  family  head  was  education.  Harri¬ 
son  Rogers  often  told  his  family  of  his  father's  insistence  upon  a  higher 
education  for  each  chi'd  and  Harrison  regretted  that  he  himself  did  not, 
as  a  lad,  take  more  advantage  of  it.  Jones,  Eliza  and  Mahlon  went  to 
Friend’s  School  at  Kimberton.  James,  Jr.,  Allen  and  Albert  went  to  what 
was  once  known  as  Washington  Hall  Institute  Academy  at  Trappe,  and 
Anna  Maria  was  a  student  at  the  Friend’s  Seminary  for  Ladies  at  West 
Chester. 

While  religious  and  charitable  to  a  marked  degree,  James  Rogers 
was  at  the  same  time  extremely  methodical.  It  was  said  of  him  that  “even 
as  an  invalid  he  could  sit  at  home  and  still  make  money.”  This  was  pos¬ 
sible  because  of  careful  management.  We  are  told  that  he  kept  a  little 
black  book  containing  accounts  of  tools  and  materials  lent  to  his  neighbors. 
When  he  found  them  careful  nothing  was  withheld,  but  should  he  look  it 
up  and  find  a  borrowed  article  not  returned  by  them,  he  would  remind 
them  to  bring  back  the  missing  item  in  good  condition  before  he  made 
them  another  loan. 

The  cause  of  James  Rogers’  invalidism  and  death  was  an  afflicted 
leg  that  through  the  years  grew  worse  and  worse  until  he  died  November 
5,  1856.  Reference  is  made  to  this  affliction  in  the  verse  upon  his  tomb¬ 
stone  at  Hill  Church  Cemetery,  East  Vincent: 


‘Affliction  sore  long  time  he  bore, 
Physicians  were  in  vain. 

Till  God  above  who  heard  him  moan 
And  eased  him  of  his  pain. 


Together  let  us  sweetly  live, 
Together  let  us  die 
And  each  a  starry  crown  receive 
And  reign  above  the  sky.” 


James  and  Mary  Rogers  will  long  be  remembered  around  Spring 
City  because  of  their  many  deeds  of  kindliness.  A  number  of  young  per¬ 
sons,  when  their  own  homes  were  broken  up  by  death,  were  taken  in  to  the 
Rogers’  family  circle  and  they  made  the  Rogers’  residence  their  home  for 
a  period  of  years.  Among  these  were  Rebecca  Rhoades  and  Rebecca 
Vanderslice. 

Mary  Rogers  survived  her  husband  for  nearly  eleven  years.  She 
died  on  September  18,  1867.  Her  last  vears  were  passed  peacefully  at  her 
little  frame  home  on  what  is  now  Main  Street,  near  where  the  Gem  Theatre 
formerly  was  operated.  Oldest  residents  still  recall  her  rocking  to  and 
fro  upon  her  porch  in  summer,  f'r  serving  the  then  youngsters  some  dainty 
upon  her  pretty  willow-ware  plates.

Ann  Rogers,  the  eleventh  child  of  Jonathan  and  Ann  (Jones) 
Rogers,  was  born  April  30,  1802.  She  married  Joseph  Williams,  a  tailor 
by  occupation.  They  lived  near  Seven  Stars  on  the  road  leading  from 
that  place  to  Spring*  City. 

On  the  opposite  side  of  the  road  from  his  home  was  his  shop  where, 
assisted  by  his  wife,  he  carried  on  his  trade  in  conjunction  with  farming  of 


the  ground  on  which  he  lived. 

Joseph  Williams  died  comparatively  young,  possibly  in  the  early 
forties.  His  wife,  Ann,  lived  with  her  son,  Charles  Williams,  in  Phoenix- 
ville,  Penr.a.  After  her  daughter,  Rebecca,  and  her  husband  returned  to 
Penns>lvania  from  Carthage,  Ill.,  Ann  made  her  home  with  them.  She  is 
buried  in  Green  Tree  cemetery  near  Oaks.  Penna.
